GEORGIA WILL GET 
$13,000,000 FUND

Georgia will get $13,000,000 in fed- 
eral highway funds in the next three 
years as a result of approval Monday 
by President Roosevelt of a recently 
‘approved bill setting up a total of 
| $522,000,000 for highway construction 
in the next three years providing it is 
matched dollar for dollar by the states 
receiving it in the last-two years of 
the three-year program. 

Chairman W. Eugene Wilburn, of 
the state highway board, said that 
Georgia would match the fund and 
that the board would be ready to start 
using it as soon as it has contracted 
for the remaining $3.000,000 of the 
$10,000,000 granted last year under 
the public works act. Mr. Wilburn 
said that the present fund would he 
used up by September 1 and the new 
fund would be started on the following 
month. 

The federal highway fund is split 
up according to population of the 
‘states participating. Under this plan 
| Georgia gets 21-2 per cent of the to- 
‘tal. In actual figures the state's 
‘share of the latest fund will be $13,- 
| 050,000. 
| The bill provides for resumption of 
the federal aid matching program only 
in the last two years. 

$200,000,000 in Grants. 

The program calls for $200,000,000 
to be: authorized as outright grants. 
During the fiscal year 1935 at least 
25 per cent of this must be used for 
so-called feeder or secondary roads. 
An additional $24,000,000 is provided 
for roads on government lands. 

For 1936 and 1937, however, the 
'regular federal aid matching program 
' will be resumed under which all but 
the so-called public lands states which

HAVANA, June 18.—(UP)—Five 


police guard in the University hos- 
pital. The incident was a sensational 
aftermath to Sunday’s street rioting 
in which 14 were slain and 60 wound- 
ed. 

The wounded prisoner, Evilio Tor- 
res, was suspected of being one of a 
gang which brutally shot down men, 
women and children during a political 
demonstration of loyalty to the admin- 
istration of President Carlos Mindieta. 
He and his companions escaped in a 
motor car after a running gun bat- 
tle with police guarding Torres. 

A police radio car searching Ha- 
vana for trace of the missing fugitives 
later found a blood-stained shirt near 
by. It was believed one of the men 
was either killed or wounded in the 
fight with the police at the hospital. 

Heavy guards were stationed around 
the presidential palace and other gov- 
ernment buildings following Sunday’s 
bloody festival, marred by street fights 
and the anti-Mendieta massacre by 
machine gunners. 

President Mendieta held almost con- 
stant conferences with his advisers, 
seeking means of protecting the popu- 
lace and at the same time reaching 
an-accord with -the almost fanatical 
opposition groups held responsible for 
the terroristic acts. 

The shootings were laid to radical 
supporters of former President Ra- 
mon Grau San Martin, recently re- 
turned from exile in Mexico, 

Reprisals by relatives and friends 
of the slain and wounded men and 
women were feared. The government, 


while sympathizing with this attitude, 
sought to maintain order.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(/)— 
Congress today approved the federal 
government’s second experiment 
compulsory crop control—this 
dealing with tobacco. 

Including provisions similar to the 
Bankhead cotton control measure en- 
acted a few weeks ago, the Kerr bill 
penalizing growers who exceed farm 
administration or specially allowed 
quotas, was sent to the White House 
when the house agreed to senate 
amendments. 

The legislation was denounced by 
republican opponents as further regi- 
mentation of agriculture. 

Tax of One-Third. 

As amended, the measure provides 
that persons marketing more tobacco 
—except Maryland, Virginia and cigar 
leaf—than allowed them -under their 
farm administration voluntary con- 
tracts to cut production shall: pay a 
tax amounting to one-third of the sale 
price of the tobacco, with the secre- 
tary of agriculture authorized to lower 
the law to one-fourth if he sees fit. 

The secretary, however, is permit- 
ted in counties in which he finds an 
equitable distribution of tobacco pro- 
duction. does not result from farm 
agreements, to grant quotas to not 
more than 6 per cent of the county's 
tobacco growers whose production un- 
der farm compacts would not be less 
than 1,500 pounds. 

They, like those who signed agree- 
ments, will be given tax-exemption 
certificates in the amount of their 
quotas. The certificates will be accept- 
ed in lieu of tax payments.

IQ HELP FARMERS 


Gives Six Years in Which.|| 


Planter May Pay Rental 
Only While He Seeks 
Debt Reduction. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—-(?)— 
One of the longest steps ever taken 
to help the farmer was complete to- 
night when both houses of congress 
formally adopted the conference re- 
port on the farm moratorium bill. 

The proposal—if approved by the 
president—will provide a virtual six- 
year moratorium on farm indebted- 


ness. 
Pu e of Measure. 

The proposal, brought forward in 
the senate by Senator Frazier, repub- 
hean, North Dakota, probably goes 
further than any other bill designed 
to help the farmer scale down his 
debts, or to give him A breathing gpell 
in which to accumulate money to pay 
them. we 
Under the plan, a farmer seeking 
relief may apply to conciliation courts 
established during the Hoover admin- 
istration, 

He may, however, apply to the fed- 
eral courts to be adjudged a bankrupt 
if his creditors refuse to authorize a 
scaling down of his debts, or if the 
reduction is unsatisfactory to him. 

In that event, the court must ap- 
point appraisers to determine “the 
fair market value” of the property. 

If the ereditors accept that fair 
market value appraisal, the farmer is 
given six years to “rebuy” his prop- 
erty at an interest rate which begins 
at 1 per cent annually and mounts to 
5 per cent within four years. 

Court May Fix Value. 

But if a creditor objects to this ar- 
rangement, the court is authorized to 
declare a moratorium for six years. 
The farmer will occupy the property 
for that period, paying the rental val- 
ue which the court fixes. 

This rental will be divided among 
the creditors as would the payments, 
should it be agreed to let the farmer 
repurchase his property. 

Senator Frazier said that at the end 
of the moratorium period the farmer 
could repossess his property or if 
creditors disagreed, the first fair mar- 
ket valuation. 

“This goes far beyond anything 
yet done to help the farmer pay his 
mortgage indebtedness.” Frazier said. 
“[ think is will be followed next ses- 
sion by my bill to allow the grower 
to refinance his indebtedness ang pay 
11-2 per cent interest on it.”

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(4)—~ 
Congress finally quit tonight, with 
party independents in command and 


its program a little more than come 
plete, 

That little more was the price of 
adjournment exacted by te insurgents 
in a bold last-minufe drive which 
crushed the opposition of-the demo- 
cratic leadership. 

It consisted of the Dill railway la- 
bor disputes adjustment act, pushed 
through to enactment even over the 
decision of President Roosevelt to let 
it go over to the next congress. 

The measure lay at the heart of 
the parliamentary jam and criss-cross 
of filibusters which until early this 
evening threatened to keep congress 
in session for days longer. 

um Wins. 

Senator Hastings, republican, Dela- 
ware, vonducted a persistent one-man 
talking match against the bill, but, 
learning that thé democratic leaders 
had capitulated to the insurgents and 
decided to wait him out he abandoned 
his tactics. 

With that measure out of the way, 
the end came quickly through adop- 
tion of a conference report on the 
administration housing bill, last ree 
maining item on the Roosevelt pro- 
gram, and in house acceptance of sene 
ate amendments to the rail bill. 

The day also saw the independents 
victorious in an effort to get senate 
adoption of a conference report of 
the Frazier bill, giving bankrupt farm- 
ers a virtual six-year moratorium on 
their debts. 

A wrangle over this measure, and 
a filibuster for it by Long, of Louisi- 
ana, were important contributing 
causes of the abandonment of care< 
fully made plans to end the session 
on Saturday night. 

Independents’ Strategy. 

In addition, action was completed 
during the day on the vital second 
deficiency bill, carrying more than 
$2,000,000.000 in appropriations large- 
ly for relief expenditures. 

The slow progress of the conferees 
on the housing bill, who met through- 
out the day, gave the independents 
their opportunity to force through the 
railway bill. They quickly grasped 
the opportunity. 

Early in the day they began with 
an announcement by Wheeler. demo- 
crat, Montana, that he and others 
would filibuster against adjournment 
unless and until the railway bill was 
enacted. 

Robinson protested vigorously. He 
said he was for the bill but had been 
informed that the opposition to it 
would cause an extensive prolongation 
of the session. Then he brought 
President Roosevelt into the situation. 

. Filibuster Breaks. 

.“"The president thinks, and I think.”

Atlanta's June Rainfall Records 
Show Wide Variance From Normal 


Fair weather today, with tempera- 
tures extremes of 64 to 86, was fore- 
cast by the weather bureau Monday. 
The temperature Monday ranged be- 
tween 69 and 86 degrees and the day 
was clear. 

In spite of the recent rainfall that 
has been so disastrous to crops, espe- 
cially in southern Georgia, the year to 
date shows a deficiency of 2.56 inches, 
although June to date shows an ex- 
cess of 1.78 inches. 

The normal rainfall is based on a 
46-year average measurement, and was 
determined by the weather bureau 
about six years ago, The rainfall is 
measured by an instrument. 

The normal rainfall for January 1 
to June 18 is 24.33 inches. Actual 
rainfall this year to date was 21.77. 
The normal from June 1 to June 18 
is 2.21, and in that period this June 
3.99 inches of rain fell. 

Taking the same 18-day period in 
June for the past five years, much 
variation is shown, beginning with a 


rainfall of only .17 of an inch in June, 
28 and jumping to 3.45 inches in 


The five-year period as a whole pre- 
sents a slight excess, showing how the 
weather evens up in a term of years. 
The total rainfall for the periods in 
the past five years was 122.37. or an 
average for each period from January 
1 to June 18 of 24.47 inches. The 
normal rainfall for the period is 24.33, 
indicating an excess of .14 of an inch. 

Following is the 18-day rainfall in 
June for the past five years: June, 
1928, 3:45 inches: June, 1929, 1.56; 
June, 1930, 1.25; June, 1931, .17; 
June, 1932, 3.00; June, 1933, 2.68; 
June, 1934, 3.99. 

Following is the rainfall for the past 
five years from January 1 to June 18: 

1928, 25.86 inches: 1929, 40.53; 
1930, 19.86; 1981, 4.74: 1932, 9.94; 
1933. 10.34, and 1934, 11.10. 

The 1931 period showed the smallest 
rainfall with only 4.74 inches. The 


1933 deficiency was 3.45 inches.

That single 
rushing sound replaced the walls of 
steel and concrete with towering walls 
of green; imaginary moist, cool 
breezes replaced the blistering still- 
ness of downtown Atlanta, only to 
fade and disappear sickeningly with 
the disappearance of the sound. 


There's nothing for it, friends, but 
to go out to the bald dome of granite 
and listen for the booming nighthawks. 
From the vantage of the tree line one 
can watch the birds fluttering over 
the plain below, on a level with ones 
eyes, Similar situations I have seen 
before, but none near enough to At- 
lanta to make it worth while for you 
to go to. Yet, if you are looking for 
amusement and diversion, I know of 
no better way to find it than on 


Stone mountain, at that old but ever- 
new occupation of watching the wight.

LOAN “TEST CASE” 
TO BE HEARD TODAY 


The supreme court today is sched- 
uled to hear arguments on the “test 
case’ filed to determine the right of 
the board of regents to accept a loan 
and grant of $2,800.000 for the im- 
provement of the units of the univer- 
sity system.

“DIRECT APPEAL” ACT 
IS RULED UNLAWFUL 


The supreme court Monday held 
that the 1932 act of the general as- 
sembly giving attorneys the right to 
appeal cases directly from the mu- 
nicipal court to the court of appeals 
is unconstitutional. 

The high court held that cases ap- 
pealed from the municipal courts of 
the state must be taken up through 
the superior courts. The decision is 
said to affect about 50 cases appealed 
from the municipal courts of Atlanta, 
Macon and Savannah. 

In its decision the supreme court 
held that the court of appeals. was 
provided. by the constitution and its 
powers could not be changed by act of 
the legislature.

Net Cash Balance of $2,759-, 
605,523.25 Reported in

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(4)— 
A new peak for the nation’s gross pub- 
li¢ debt—$27,005,438,125—was _ re- 
corded today at the treasury. 

Mid-month financing helped boost 
the figure to a new high, as shown 
on today’s treasury statement cover- 
ing all dealings up to June 15. The 
former peak was reached on August 
31, 1919, when a gross of $26,596,701,- 


648 was written down. 

The final shove to a new height 
came with a financing operation 
amounting to slightly more than $493,- 
700,0000 in notes and bonds, announc- | 
ed a week ago. 

As against this gross debt the treas- 
ury reported a net cash balane> of |

NAVY DISCUSSIONS 


MacDonald Presents Views 
On Necessity for World 
Peace. | 


LONDON, June 18.—(/)—Ameri- 
can and British delegations sat down 
today in the first of a series of con- 
versations preliminary to the 1935 
naval conference, with the Ameri- 
ens in the role of listeners.

Economic Life 


Widely Altered by Congress 


Radical Change in Basis 
of Currency System, 
Regulation of Stocks 
Among Notable Accom- 
plishments. 


By RICHARD L. TURNER. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—(P)—A 
session of congress notable for legis- 
lation vitally affecting almost every 
phase of the nation’s economic life; 
for disputes that stirred up and 
amused the country and oe an 
awakening of conservative opposition 
to the more liberal policies of the 
Roosevelt administration ended to- 
night. . 


The fundamental basis of the ecur- | 


reney system was radically altered, 
the stock market was placed under 
strict governmental regulation, the 
path throngh bankruptcy to solvency 
was made easier for both corpora- 
tions and municipalities and the life 
of the reconstruction corporation was 
prolonged and its borrowing 
lending power increased. 


For controversies there were the 


the ensuing effort of the army to 
fly the mails, the famous Wirt in- 
vestigation and the wrangle over the 
confirmation of Rexford Guy Tug- 
well, brain trust symbol, as undersec- 
retary of agriculture. 

In addition, there was the inevit- 
able disagreement between the White 
House and congress on veterans’ ‘pay- 
ments, ending with Mr. Roosevelt's 
first major defeat in the passage of 
a vetoed bill increasing such  pay- 
ments. Taxes and tariffs, too, pro- 
duced usual disputes. 

Dormant since the outset of the ad- 
ministration, due to the critical eco- 
nomic situation and the widespread 
popularity of the president, big busi- 
nes vigorously pursued opposition to 
the stock market bill, the Wagner 
labor disputes bill and the Copeland 
pure food measure. 

Securities Measure Enacted. 

Nevertheless, the securities mar- 
kets measure was enacted, but the 
Copeland bill was forgotten, while the 
Wagner measure furnished a battle 
for the closing days ofthe session 
which saw it whittled down to a 
shadow of its original robust self. 

One of the first jobs that. the 
president assigned to congress was 
that of monetary reform. After 
months of agitation for inflation and 


the discouraging results of the orig-| 
inal gold buying program, the chief 
executive asked congress for authority | 


to proceed in other directions. 

As a result, the treasury took title 
to all the nation’s monetary gold, in- 
cluding that held by the federal re- 
serve banks; the legal gold equivalent 
of one dollar was reduced by 40 per 
cent. Gold was withdrawn entirely 
from circulation except for payment

TORSO, LEGS FOUND 
IN ENGLISH STATION 

BRIGHTON, England, June 18.— 
(P)—A “trunk murder” was disclosed 
today with the discovery of a wom- 
an’s torso in Brighton railway sta- 
tion, and Scotland Yard detectives 
gave consideration to the possibility 
that the victim was the missing Amer- 
ican lawyer, Agnes Tufverson. 

This theory was weakened by an 
important variation from the publish- 
ed police description of Miss Tufver- 
son, but was not wholly abandoned. 

The missing woman was described 
as having an abdominal operation scar, 
while the torso was not marked in 
this manner. 

The torso—that of a woman about 
40 years of age—was found in a cheap 
trunk, the origin of which and the 
manner in which it reached the station 
luggage room were not determined. 

Scotland Yard officers tonight found 
the legs in a suit case which had 
been left at the station. 

The torso was found last night, but 
announcement was withheld until to- 
day, apparently in the hope of estab- 
lishing some identification before the 
killer knew his victim had been dis- 
covered. 

The woman, it waa estimated, had 
been dead about three weeks. Her 
height was estimated at around five 
feet two or three inches and the body 
appeared to be that of a “well-nour- 
ished” person. 

(The official description of the 
missing American woman gives her 
age as 43 and her height as about 
5 feet 6 inches. She weighed about 
135 pounds. ) 

The torso was unclothed and was 
wrapped in brown paper tied with a 
window cord, The paper bore the word 
“Ford,” which police theorized might 
be part of the name cf a town.

QUITS, SCORES NRA 


of Group Resigning in 
Letter to F. D. R. 


Walter T. Candler, southeastern 

representative of the national code 
authority for.the motor vehicle stor- 
age and parking trade, announced here 
Monday that the entire code author- 
ity has sent its resignations to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt together with a pro- 
test against the NRA order of May 
26 eliminating all price-fixing ele- 
ments from the code. 
In making the announcement, Mr. 
Candler pointed out that nearly all 
the large garages and parking lots 
of his area, comprising the entire 
southeast, had signed the code and 
given employment to several thousand 
workers and increased the wages of 
the thousands who already were em- 
ployed when the code went into ef- 
fect. He said that about 40 per cent 
of the garage and parking lot owners 
of Georgia were under the code, hav- 
ing provided employment to about 
300 more persons than they had en:- 
loyed before the code went into ef- 
ect. 

The Atlantan made public the code 
authority’s letter to’ President Roose- 
velt which~ pointed out that those 
operating under it had increased.wages 
25 per cent and reduced working 
hours 25 per cent with the under- 
standing that the NRA would fix the 
prices to be charged by the industry, 
eliminating cut-throat competition and 
enable it to progress more _ rapidly 
than before. 

The letter said in part: 

“Every duty prescribed to the code 
authority in this matter has been me- 
ticulously performed by them, but 
after six months of frustration, con- 
fusion, contradiction or total inaction, 
on the part of the recovery admin- 
istration, the administrator's order of 
May 26 attempts to wipe out with one 
stroke of the pen all that is of possible 
value in the code to the trade, retain- 
ing only its burden of labor provisions, 
thus attempting to repeal the half of 
the code which made the other half 
possible. Such action, if legal, must 
abrogate the entire code and will, in 
fact, if not in theory, abolish the other 
half as to hours and labor.” 

The letter points out that the ac- 
tion of the administrator leaves the 
code authority “hopelessly bankrupt” 
with no means of paying the items of 
expense involved in itg operation, add- 
ing that the May 26 order “amounts 
to notice that the government will not 
perform its part of the bargain.” 

The resignations are to take effect 
as soon as the president has appoint- 
ed successors.

“Including the contributions to be 
made by the states and the $23/,000,- 
000 which will be carried over from 
the $400,000,000 appropriated by con- 
gress last year; the total sum to be 
paid out for highway construction dur- 
ing the three-year period will be more 
than a billion dollars. 

Gas Tax Provision. 

“The act provides that states, to 
be eligible for full participation in 
federal aid. must continue to use for 
roads at least whatever portion of 
their revenues from gasoline and 
other taxes on motor vehicles is now 
authorized by law to be expended 
for highway purposes. 

“Notice is also given to the 44 
state legislatures which will convene 
early next year that unmatched emer- 
gency grants are to be abandoned and 
that there is to be-a return to the 
established plan which requires. that 
the states shall meet the federal gov- 
ernment half way in paying the cost 
of new construction. 

“Other important provisions of the 

act provide safer traffic facilities and 
the elimination of hazards to pedes- 
trian and vehicular traffic; prepara- 
tion of advance surveys and plans for 
future highway construction; meet- 
ing emergency repairs on the federal 
aid highway system in the event of 
damage by floods or hurricanes; and 
continuing the co-operative surveys 
for the proposed inter-American high- 
way. 
“It is important to note that the 
sums mentioned above represent only 
an authorization by the congress and 
not an appropriation.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(?)— 
The interstate commerce commission

Nadolny’s resignation, withheld from 
the public until today, dates back to 


the middle of May when he tried in 
vain to persuade Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler to accept Russia’s proposal for 
a non-agression pact—a proposal also 
favored by the foreign office. | 

As Nadolny is a close friend of the 
family of President von Hindenburg, 
some political circles saw his resigna- 
tion and von Papen’s speech as steps 
in a deliberate campaign by Ger- 
many’s grand old man to bring nazi 


extremists to their senses. 
N.2zi Politics Opposed. 

President Von Hindenburg is now 
at the ancestral estate at Neudeck 
where it is reported his east Prussian 
associates are hard at work in opposi- 
tion to nazi policies, especially 
agrarian. 

One version of Von Papen’s speech 
is that he spoke of his own initiative 
with the same daring which brought 
his removal from the Prussian social- 
ist cabinet in July, 1932. 

The most common comment was 
that the vice chancellor's speech, de- 
livered yesterday to students at Mar- 
burg University, was that it forecasts 
the parting of ways of the veteran 
statesman and Hitlerism. 

Chancellor Hitler’s address at Gera 
proclaming the end of dictating to 
Germany and asserting that “Ger- 
many’s fist is ready to smash” critics 
was prominently displayed in the 


press. 
Remarks Withheld. 

Von Papen’s remarks taking issue 
with the campaign against “grousers 
and croakers” and advocating freedom 
of criticism by the press, however. 
were withheld from newspapers, 

While many thought that the speech | 
weant Von Papen is on his way out ot | 
the government, others speculated that | 
he may have spoken with the conniv- | 
ance of the chancellor. 

The reich govegnment, Von Papen | 
said, “is well informed about all in| 
the nature of selfishness, lack o 
character, untruth, ungentlemanliness | 
and arrogance that is trying to spread | 
out under the cover of the German | 
revolution.” | 

The press now no longer is a “safe- | 
ty valve,” he declared, saying that the 
“real purpose of the press would seem 
to be to inform the government of the 
defects that have crept in.” 

The vice chancellor also spoke 
against the nazi claim to domination 
of all phases of life, including religion.

Authorities, who after an all night 
search found the body of the dentist 
today in a clump of weeds on a farm 
he owned near Equality, said they 
were convinced Dr. Meyers was slain 
shortly after he had been lured away 
Saturday by a stranger who posed as 
a prospective buyer of the land. 

Robbery, authorities asserted, ap- 
peared the motive for the crime but 
they admitted it was also possible that 
Meyers was killed as he struggled to 
frustrate a kidnaping attempt. 

The dentist’s wife said he was in 
the habit of carrying sizeable sums of 
money with him. 

The woman held by county authori- 
ties gave her name as Evelyn Ander- 
son, of Woodboro, Texas, apprehend- 
ed Sunday night as she was about to 
take a bus to Chicago, she told offi- 
cers she had been traveling with 
“Armstrong;” that she had seen him 
last Saturday night and that he had 
told her “I make $6,000 on that farm 
deal,’ apparently referred to the trip 
he had taken with the dentist. 

To add to the mystery, Dr. Meyers’ 
office here had been ransacked. Police 
said they were unable to determine 
what, if anything, had been taken. 

The search for Meyers started yes- 
terday when his wife reported he had 
not returned after leaving for the 
farm. Suspicion of kidnaping grew as 
the hours passed and federal officers 
entered the hunt. Last night Meyers’ 
car was found near the farm, its 
lights still going. 

Deputies intensified their hunt on 
the Meyers’ place. This forenoon, beat- 
ing through the bush, they found his 
body. Two bullets had been fired into 
it. 

Meyers was regarded as moderately 
wealthy and owned considerable real 
estate,

To cook their food, the Maoris 
used an “earth oven.” Stones were 
heated in a bonfire and were then 
dropped in a hole in the ground. 
Green leaves were placed over the 
/Stones; and the food was laid on 
the leaves and covered with mats. 
Often water was poured over the 
hot stones in order to steam what 
was being cooked. | 


Parrots were killed and eaten in 
great numbers by inland tribesmen. 
| If a bird was captured alive, a hunter 
' would take it to a place where he 
-eould hide under leaves, and would 
‘hokl it in one of his hands, above 
the leaves. The sereams of the cap- 
tive would bring other parrots to 
the spot, where they could be brought 
down. 


Long, thin. sharp-pointed wooden 
| Spears were the chief weapons of the 
|Maoris; but clubs were used as well. 
- "The custom of tattooing was com- 
mon among the Maoris, as among 
tribes in many. other places. They 
| were not content to tattoo just their 
bodies—they marked their faces as 
well. To obtain color, they mixed 
soot with dog fat, and in this black 
“paint” a piece of sharp pointed bone 
was dipped. The pointed bone was 
used to cut deep enough to draw 
blood. When the wounds healed. the 
skin grew over the black substance. 
and left the person tattooed. Women 
aswell as men were marred for life 
in this manner; but they fancied 
that it twas a help to their good looks,

The executives’ condemned child la- 
bor and warned against the encroach- 
ment of the machine. 

The statement said *““We believe the 
American people are willing to give 
American industry an,opportunity to 
govern itself, provided, however, that 


such regulation must always be ad- 
ministered in the- public interest. We 
believe that American industry should 
accept this opportunity.” 

As a groundwork for development 
along this line, the executives have 
prepared a program to establish a 
permanent board of businessmen in 
Washington to advise in the conduct 
of NRA and to give business an in- 
fluence more effective than in the 
past. 

The executives laid 
principles: 

“In accepting this opportunity we 
believe industry must recognize that 
the people will permit a system of 
codes to govern industry which among 
other things will fix maximum 
hours and minimum wages; pro- 
hibit child labor; enable the Amer- 
ican people to buy in competitive mar- 
kets; make for progress in industry 
and provide a way of ameliorating the 
hardships to individuals resulting from 
the introduction of labor-saving ma- 
chinery and consequent unemploy- 
ment. 

“Coal, oil and certain other raw 
materials industries may be subject 
to certain special considerations made 
necessary by reason of the necessity 
of conserving and not wasting our 
natural resources. Codes should be 
drawn in the simplest possible man- 
ner and should contain no provisions 
that cannot be enforced in practice 
with a minimum amount of adminis- 
trative machinery.” 

Of special significance was the pro- 
viso to “enable the American people 
to buy in competitive markets,” indi- 
cating the opinion that price control 
must be so handled as to permit a 
freer-moving price level. This was, 
in a sense, a statement against pricee 
fixing.
